Now that the ground has offi- 
cially been broken for the pro- 
ject, Stephens said Smith will 
begin her sweat equity: hours 
which will prepare her to 
become & homeowner. Also, he 
said she will physically / work 
and help to build her home. 

“The’ mission of Habitat for 
Humanity is to eliminate sub- 
standard housing in the world 
one house at a time,” said 
Stephens. “It also provides an 
opportunity for someone to 
become a homeowner when 
they otherwise would not be 
able to do so.” 

Not only does a Habitat 
home recipient work in helping 
to build the home, but the 
recipient makes house pay- 
ments just as any: ether hortte~

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Elba School Board faces funds 
shortfall with cautious optimism

The Elba City School Board 
meeting of December 13th was 
held while there was still a 
financial cloud over the future 
of pubhe education in Alabama. 
The state legislature was in spe- 
chil session secking funding to 
overcome a critical cash short- 
fall that was about.to put the 
state schools into proration for 
the second: straight’ year, This 
dilemma Was apparently averted 
about a week later when the 
lawmakers passed taxing legis- 
lation to raise extra funds ‘and 
fll the shortfall 

Phe local. school » board 
approved paying the interest and 
renewing an outstanding 
$175,000 bank loan. at a local 
bank. Board members expressed 
hope that additional state and/or 
local funds would be forthcom- 
ing soon, Another year of prora- 
tion would definitely eut four or 
more classroom teachers and a 
number of other activities, board 
members were told by 
Superintendent Danny Weeks. 


Weeks responded to the pub- 
lished statements from State 
Superintendent of Education Ed 
Richardson recommending 
combining some school systems 
and said, “Coffee County is a 
fine county system, we have a 
fine city system and We are not 
going to knock the state superin- 
tendent,” Weeks also told board 
members he had. interviews 
scheduled’ with several s@te 
news media outlets and with the. 
New York Times. 

A position paper of sorts was 
shown to board members by the 
superintendent, Jt. is 

“Whats Right with Our 

Schools.”, The piper lists the 
physical/financial status of the 
Elba school system and the 
superb academic status of the 
schools and the system. One of 
the highlights of this report was 
that, “100% of the. graduation 
class of 2001 passed the 
Alabama High School 
Graduation Exam.” This is an 
achievement that can’t be 
excelled and is rarely duplicated 
anywhere in Alabama.

| Lighting Camp Stove 
Is Easier Than 
Gathering Wood 


Roasting marshmallows over 
a crackling campfire while’ sip- 


ping a steaming cup of coffee 


and listening to the night critters 
sing Is one of the ultimate relax- 
ation experiences. But cooking 
a meal over an open fire requires 
gathering ‘lots of wood and 
cleaning soot off pots and pans 


before snuggling into your 
sleeping bag. 
The modern camp stove 


offers tired outdoor adventurers 
the luxury of a cooking fire with 
only the striking of a match and 
tarning a valve. Even the: litte 
Sterno stove can cook a small 
meal and keep the coffee hot. 

Modern camp stores are 
available in the lightweight 
backpack units that weigh less 
than one pound to the three 
burner units that have their own 
stand and can cook a log rollers 
meal as fast as grandma can at 
home, The type stove to buy is 
dictated by He lype of camping 
or outdoor activity ‘you are 
involved in. Backpackers pri- 
mary concerns are weight and 
space considerations. The car 
camper is not so limited and can 
opt for the two or three burner 
propane or liquid fuel stoves. 

One of the biggest choices 
that has to be made in selecting 
stoves today is the fuel selec- 
tion, Using the small propane 
containers eliminates the often 
messy pouring and pumping 
required of liquid fuel stoves ds 
propane cylinders are: under reg- 
ulated pressure. The drawbacks 
of using the propane cylinders 
are: it 18 hard to determine how 
much fuel you have left in a 
cylinder and the disposal of used 
cylinders.Always carry 
more cylinder than you think 
you will need. 

If space and transportation 
permit, the five and ten pound 
bulk propane containers are an 
excellent choice, These cylin 


one 


ders can be refilled at approxi- 
mately half the cost of purchas- 
ing the same volume in dispos- 
able cylinders and they are 
refillable, eliminating the dis- 
posal hassle. 

While a bit messy, liquid fuel 
stoves remain popular. The one 
or two gallon can of fuel, which 
is basically naphtha, can be 
bought in rural locations across 
the country. This super refined 
fuel burns clean and is consider- 
ably less expensive than 
propane. Many campers use 

‘unleaded gasoline in their stoves 
rather than the more refined 
Coleman Fuel.» 

Although this works, the life 
of the stoye’s generator can be 
shortened considerably in older 
models. 

Some of the newer Coleman 
stoves ‘are designed to operate 
on unleaded gas as well as the 
standard stove fuel. The gener- 
ator in these new stoves is 
designed to reduce clogging and 
increase vaporization, 

When camping, | often think 
about ‘the early settlers of this 
great country as they traveled 
west ‘In covered wagons. . | 
think of how they could have 
used some of our modern camp- 
ing equipment. Just imagine 
how much easier it would have 
been to strike a match or turn the 
igniter button on a camp stove, 
rather than Scouring the prairie 
for a bucket full'of buffalo chips 
to cook Supper with.

More and more research is 
showing that dieting is futile 
and can, backfire.“If you try to 
limit calories, you end up hun 
grier ‘and often. end up eating 
more.” \ 

Diets can lead to weight 
obsessions and eating disorders; 
slow down metabolism: height- 
en sensitivity to the taste and 
smell of food, trigger deptes- 
sion, apathy and irritability; 
devastate self-esteem; and be 
downright unhealthy 

So instead of focusing on 
your. weight focus on your 
health. Here's how. 

First, buck the national wend 
by incorporating movement into 
everyday life. This doesn't 
mean buying spandex workout 
Suits and living at the b 

gym. It means: walk to the 
grocery store instead of taking 
the car, go dancing instead of 
sitting in front of the television, 
garden instead of surfing the 
net, park your car a couple 
blocks away from the office and 
walk, use the stairs instead of 
the elevator, take an after-dinner 
stroll each evening. 

There are independent data 
showing the health value of 
exercise. For many years we've 
known exercise contributes to 


‘Kpwering cardiovascular dis- 


ease, but studies done in the past 
10 years have shown a profound 

relatioiship between exercise 
and cancer that nobody can real- 
ly understand, This is particular: 
ly true for breast and colon can- 
cer. The more you exercise the 
lower your cancer risk,

The second way to focus on 
your health is to eat a low-fat 
(not necessarily low-calorie) 


diet. , Lowering’ fat intake - 
decreases the risk of byggast,and 
colon cancers, heart: disease, . 


stroke, arteriosclerosis, and dia-, 
betes—the diseases most likely 
to kill us. Don’t rely on low-fat 
versions of traditional foods, It’s 
a Strategy that sometimes does- 
n't work in the long run because 
low-fat foods taste different. 
Human beings have a long-term 
memory of What food is sup- 
posed to taste like. If you grow 
up eating real cream cheese, fat- 
free cream cheese just won't 
taste right and sooner or later, 
you'll stop eating it. 

Instead try new foods that are 
naturally lower in fat, such as 
fruits and vegetables, and for- 
eign cuisine, like those of’ the 
Middle East and Africa, where 
the major source of calories is 
rice, pasta and othe¢=starches. 
Shift the balance away from the 
American diet where most of 
the calorieés:come from meat 
(where most fat is) to dishes 
where most of the calories come 
from carbohydrates, 

This powerful duo—a low fat 
diet combined with routine, 
moderate exercise—is your best 
path to good health, regardless 
of your weight.

Fear of medication errors

Many’Americans have a rela- 
lively high level of anxiety sur- 
rounding hospital or health-sys- 
lem visits, according to a recent 
study . ¢onducted. by the 
Ameriéan Society of Health- 
System Pharmacists (ASHP).

“In 
light of these statistics, patients 
should know that pharmacists 
are a great information resouree 
and are available to speak 
directly with patients and their 
families about the medications 
they receive,”

Choose stand 
carefully to avoid 
lost game 


Many hunters choose a stand based primarily on how good t 
think the shooting will be. That is, they pick it because they have 
been told or observed a large number of doves or ducks fly within 
gun range of this particular stand. But picking a stand based sole- 
ly onthe fact that it offers a lot of shooting can result in lost game. 

A stand should be chosen taking into consideration how easy it 
will be to find downed birds. Picking a dove stand in the very cor- 
ner of a harvested field. that adjoins a weed field or tall crop can 
result in too may lost birds. ; 

When doves are arriving in large flocks and the shooting is furi- 
ous, too much thought may be placed on hitting birds and not 
enough on,retrieving them, A good retriever is the answer to most 
lost bird ‘Problems, butonly a small percentage of dove hunters own 
one. y 

Af most situations, a hunter can take up a position where birds 
will fall into a “drop zone” that is a relatively open space. Not only 
will this allow a hunter to find downed birds, it willallow him or 
her to concentrate more on the shooting and got have to retrieve 
each bird as it falls. . 

“If you take a stand in the middle of a harvested peanut field, you 
usually have a 360-degree field of fire and can pick up birds during 
lulls in shooting. But if you are in a field of corn, millet or other 
tall crops, it’s best to try and retrieve each dove as they fall. It's easy 
to forget where you “marked down” that last bird if you are watch- 
ing the sky for incoming flocks. 

‘Ducks and geese present even more of a problem than doves; as 
you often cannot be as mobile when waterfowl! hunting as dove 
hunting. If you hunt from permanent blind, or boat blind that has ; 
been located properly and use a retriever, there is little problem in 
retri¢ving waterfowl. But many duck hunters in Alabama hunt 
smaller lakes, -marshes and beaver ponds while wading. Hunting 
this type terrain requires hunters tolocate themselves where they 
will not only get a shot, but when they hit a duck it will fall in-an 
area they can.safely retrieve it. More than one duck hunter has got- 
ten into trouble when they excitedly waded into water to deep and 
filled their wadertwith water, 

Quail hunters can also take advantage of selecting the right 
place to stand when shooting. Often the dogs will point in a 
fencerow or thicket edge. Ifa hunter-can circle around to flush the 
bird where they will fly over the more open terrain; the dogs will] - 
have an easier job of retrieving them, 

Taking a little time to evaluate where birds may fall will help 
eliminaté game loss and make any hunt mote enjoyable,
